The activists were arrested 
in September after protesting 
against Russian drilling in the 
Arctic Sea. Their ship Arctic 
Sunrise, which was sailing 
under the Dutch £lag : was 
also seized.

US voices 'concern' at Maduro 
rule by decree 


Nuclear deal will not 
just buy Iran time: 
Kerry 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States on Wednesday 
voiced concern after 
Venezuelan President Nicolas 
Maduro was given emer¬ 
gency powers to rule by de¬ 
cree for the coming months. 

"We are concerned that the 
Venezuelan National Assem¬ 
bly has granted decree pow¬ 
ers to President Maduro for 
the next 12 months," State 
D ep artm ent sp ok eswom an 
Jen Psaki said. 

" We believe the sep aration 
of powers and die presence of 
independent branches of gov¬ 
ernment are essential ele¬ 
ments of democracy," she 
told reporters. 

The one-chamber National 
Assembly on Tuesday gave 
the elected socialist Maduro 
wide-ranging special powers 
that he says he will use to tar¬ 
get corruption,, but which his 
opponents argue is a last- 
ditch attempt to paper over 
economic damage caused by 
the government's policies 

Even though under 
Venezuela’s constitution such 
a move is allowed, Psaki in¬ 
sisted "that doesn't, make it 
OK. 

"We feel it's essentially 
important for the people to 
have a voice in any country, 
in any decision-making 
process," she told reporters. 

"And that's why the sepa¬ 
ration of powers is so impor¬ 


tant." 

Maduro maintains that the 
opposition, whom he only 
narrowly beat in polls follow¬ 
ing the death of longtime 
leader Hugo Chavez earlier 
this year, are waging "eco¬ 
nomic warfare - against the 
country. 

Madura has said he Will

The socialist president of 
the OPEC member state says 
he needs the greater personal 
power as his government 
stmggl e s with so armg mfl an on 
and shortages of basic goods 
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Madura requested die spe¬ 
cial powers last month, citing 
the need to fight corruption 
and take on opponents who are 
waging "economic warfare" 
against Ins government. 

Maduro, 50, has said he 
will use the expanded powers 
to impose caps on private sec¬ 
tor profits and crack down on 
speculators. 

The vote is the latest move 
by the elected Venezuelan 
leader, a protege of late presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez, to 
strengthen his hand as he faces 
an important political test in 
municipal elections next 
month. 

Critics however blame 
Venezuela's economic woes on 
the government-imposed fixed 
exchange rate and price con¬ 


trols, saying they have led to a 
lack of basic goods such as toi¬ 
let paper,. nee and meat. 

Venezuela has been bat¬ 


tered by a 54 p ercent rate of in¬ 
flation a shortage of hard cur¬ 
rency, and widespread 
shortages. 

The United States earlier 
voiced concern after Maduro 
was given emergency powers

"We are concerned that the

Ecuador’s Correa says will 
resign if Chevron proves 
interference 


QUITO (AFP) - Ecuador's 
President Rafael Correa has 
promised to resign if Chevron 
proves Ins government inter¬ 
fered in a trial over Amazon 
pollution that resulted in a 
record fine against the US oil 
giant. 

"Let Chevron prove that the 
government interfered in the 
judgment and I writ resign my 
past," Correa said Tuesday at a 
news conference in Guayaquil 

Last week, the country's 
highest court, confirmed die 
2011 verdict against Chevron 
by a regional court, which the 
oil giant challenged. The high 
court's only concession was to 
cut the fine by half to $9.5 bd - 
lion. 

"The legal case is closed 
The courts have spoken. We 
have never been mixed up in 
this case," Correa said 

Faced with Chevron's re¬ 
fusal to pay the fine, the 
Ecuadoran president has 
launched a campaign far an in¬ 
ternational boycott of the com¬ 
pany.

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - Business magazine Forbes 
named Madonna the highest-paid musician in the world 
on Tuesday, estimating her earnings at $125 million in 
the year to June, Revenues from her MDNA concert tour 
plus sales of Madonna-related products and merchan¬ 
dise put the Material Girl, 55, well ahead of Lady Gaga at 
$80 million. The Mother Monster's income would have 
been higher had a hip injury not forced her to abandon 
a global concert tour, Forbes said. Veteran rocker Bon 
Jovi placed third at$73 million, followed by country star 
Toby Keith ($25 million) and British band Coldplay ($84 
million). Forbes based its list, posted on forbes.com, on 
pretax income from ticket sales, royalties, merchandis¬ 
ing, endorsements and other ventures. It doesn't take 
into account fees for agents, managers and lawyers. 
Only living artists can make the list - otherwise, Forbes 
said, Michael Jackson would have been number one with 
a posthumous income of $160 million. 
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Armstrong reaches settlement 
in one fraud case: reports 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Dis¬ 
graced cyclist Lance Annstrang 
reached a settlement oil 
Wednesday in one of the fraud 
cases spawned hy his confession 
that Ins Tdiit De France victories 
were fuelled by doping. 

USA Today reported the 
agreement reached between 
Armstrong and Nebraska- 
based Acceptance Insurance 
allowed Armstrong to avoid a 
scheduled deposition in winch 
he would have been asked t.o 
talk about Ins doping practices 
under o ath 

Armstrong has not given 
sworn testimony since he ad¬ 
mitted to US television host 
Oprah Winfrey in January that 
he doped throughout a career 
til at saw him win the Tour de 
France seven times 

Armstrong has been 
stripped of those victories and 
handed a life ban from the 


sport 

The Acceptance Insurance 
Company sued Armstrong and 
the Tailwind Spoils Corpora¬ 
tion m March claiming he 
committed fraud by concealing 
his use of performance en¬ 
hancing drugs during the 1999, 
20DO and 2001 Tours 

The lawsuit sought repay¬ 
ment of |3 million "in unde¬ 
served an unearned pay Lance 
Armstrong obtained by fraud,' 
die suit filed in Travis County 
Court m Austin, Texas. 

The payment cited was a $3 
million bonus paid to Anil- 
strong for his first three Tour 
victones 

Armstrong attorney Tim 
Herman told USA Today only 
that the case had been “re¬ 
solved to the mutual satisfac¬ 
tion of the parties" 

On Monday, Armstrong 
asked a federal judge to dis¬ 


miss the US government's 
fraud case against him, claim¬ 
ing prosecutors missed statute 
of limitations deadlines to file 

Annstrang has also been 
sued by Tex as -h ased insurance 
c oinp any SC A Pr om oti oils 
over other bonus payments, a 
case that lias gone to arbitra¬ 
tion 

Armstrong testified under 
oath in a 2005 lawsuit after 
SC A withheld a bonus pay¬ 
ment over then-unproven dop¬ 
ing allegations and the 
company paid Armstrong 27 
million 

In August he settled a law¬ 
suit with Britain's Sunday 
Times over the damages the 
newspaper was forced to pay 
over i ts rep Dit that he had u se d 
banned substances 

A lawsuit brought by irked 
readers of his autobiographies, 
however, has been dismissed. 


Footbath Mexico’s World Cup 
survival doesn't end concerns 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Mex¬ 
ico needed to fly ail the way to 
New Zealand to finally book 
their ticket to the 2014 World 
Cup, surviving a rocky quali¬ 
fying campaign that raised 
concerns about their chances 
in Brasil. 

With their 4-2 win aver New 
Zealand in the second leg of 
their intercontinental play-off 
on Wednesday, which fol¬ 
lowed a 5-1 triumphm Mexico 
City, the Mexicans have now 
readied 15 of 20 World Cup fi¬ 
nals. 

While they trounced the 
mu eh lower rank s d AH Whites, 
few would have predicted that 


Mexico would need to com¬ 
pete in a play-Dff to qualify for 
the tournament. 

"Tliere is nothing to cele¬ 
brate, " said Carlos Albeit, who 
played for the team that won 
the gold medal at the Pan 
American Games in 1967. 

Hus year marked Mexico's 
"worst performance in his¬ 
tory," Albert wrote in lus col¬ 
umn for El Universal 
newspaper. 

Mexico last missed the 
World Cup in 1990, but it was 
because they were banned 
after the federation fielded 
older players in a youth tour¬ 
nament. 


Tire Mexicans were 
favourites again to secure one 
of the three direct qualifying 
spots in die North and Central 
America and the Caribbean 
confederation (CONCACAF) 
But in CONCACAF's deci¬ 
sive "hexagonal" phase, Mex¬ 
ico only managed to win twice 
and scored a paltry seven goals 
m 10 games. 

While the United States, 
Costa Rica and Honduras 
grabbed the first three spots, 
the Mexicans only secured 
fourth place after their bitter ri¬ 
vals, the Americans, rescued 
them by beating Panama in die 
last game 

During the dismal campaign 
the much-criticised federation 
fired three managers in a six- 
week span before settling for 
Miguel Herrera, manager of 
Mexican league champions 
America, for the two -leg pi ay-a ff 
While Mexico scared mile 
goals against New Zealand. 
Herrera said the team still had 
work to do after allowing the 
unfancied Kiwis to score twice 
m Wellington 

In a risky move, Herrera 
shook things up after taking 
over, favouring domestic 
league players while leaving 
out Europe-based stars such as 
M anche st er U m te d's Javi er 
" Chi chanto" H ernand ez 
Compounding the crisis, one 
of Mexico's in-form stars, Car¬ 
los Vela, who plays for Spam's 
Real Sociedad, has refused to 
return to the national team 
While the qualification was 
a huge relief to the football - 
mad nation, sponsors and 
broadcasters were spared big 
losses that experts said could 
have exceeded $600 million
